Judge Jayne held his regular daily

Joseph Wright, a young gentleman

Costa, was arraigned on a charge of 
3etit larceny. Joseph arrived in Al- 
ameda county with about ?30 worth 
of clothing belonging to parties in 
Contra Costa.

Governor Dix, of New York, re- 


cently vetoed the Local Option Act 
•which passed the Legislature of that 
State, and gave good nud sufficient 
reasons therefor. The Xational Tan- 
pcraim Advocate, a New York paper, 
notices that several Republican pa- 
pers are speaking with great assur- 
ance of the probable triumphant re- 
election of Governor Dix: and says 
he has "no chance of success" be- 
cause "he has forfeited all claims to 
the support of the temperance voters 
of the |State," and "without the aid 
of that element the party cannot suc- 
ceed, and the leaders know 
it." 


"That veto message," it says, "was 
an insult to the temperance senti- 
ment of the State; and if the politi- 
cians suppose it has been so soon for- 
gotten, or that temperance voters can 
be coaxed or duped into again sup- 
porting its author for Governer, they 
are grotislv deceived." 


This is "the spirit of the temper- 


ance party in this State, as well as in 
New York. Governor Booth knows 
this very well; though he had proba- 
bly the same view of Local Option as 
Governor Dix. 
He thought best, 


since the Legislature had passed the 
law, to let them try it, and settle its 
constitutionality and practical effi- 
ciency as soon as possible. 
He did 


not feel called upon to bring him- 
self personally the malignant hatred 
and virulent opposition which he 
knew would inevitable follow his veto 
of the foolish law. 


Perhaps Governor Booth's course 


was, as far a? he is personally coi - 
cerned, the wisest and best, but Cov, 
Dix has, at the risk of personal pop- 
ularity, saved the State, for a time at 
least,'from great expense and the 
disgrace of such election scenes as -n e 
have recently witnessed repeatedly in 
this State.
